m. Was snowing rapidly, but at this hour (10 
o’clock) the clouds are working away and the 
sun shining. 

WASHINGTON, March 4,—All Washington 
Was out at an early hour notwithstanding the 
storm,and men,women and childrenwere hur- 
rying through the snow and slush from every 
direction, all intent on reaching Pennsylvania 
avenue to witness the inaugural] procession or 
to the Capitol, to be present at the,ceremonies 
to take place there. During the entire night 
trains laden with military and_ civil- 
ians arrived and continued’ throughout 
the morning to pour their living freight into 
the streets of the city.

THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

WASHINGTON, }). C., Mareh 4.—FELLOW- 
CITIZENS:—We stand to-day upon an emi- 
nence Which overlooks a hundred years of 
national life—a century crowded with perils, 
but crowned with the triumph of liberty and 
love. pefore continuing the onward march, 
let us pause on this beight for a 
moment to strengthen our faith and 
rencw our hope bv a glance at 
the pathway along which our people have 
traveled. It is now three days more than a 
hundred years since the adoption of the tirst 
written Constitution of the United States, the 
articles of confederation and perpetual union. 
The new Republic was then beset with danger 
on every hand. It had not conquered a place 
in the familv of nations. The 
cisive battle of the war for independenee, 
whose centennial anniversary will 
soon be gratefully celebrated at Yorktown, had 
not yet been fought. The colonies were 
struggling not only against the armies of 
Great Britain, but against the settled opin- 
ions of mankind, for the worid did not be- 
lieve that the supreme authority of the Gov- 
ernment could be safely entrusted to the 
cuardianship of the people themselves. We 
cannot over-estimate the fervent 
intelligent courage and common 
sense With which our fathers made the great 
experiment of self-government. When they 
found, aftera short time,that the confed- 
eracy of the States was too weak to meet the 
necessities of a glorious and expanding re- 
public, they boldly set it aside and in its 
stead re-established the National Union, 
founded directly upon’ the _ will of 
the people, endowed with further powers of 
self-preservation and with ample authority 
for the accomplishment of its great objects. 
Under this Constitution the boundaries of 
freedom were enlarged, the foundations of 
order and peace have been strengthened, and 
the vrowth'in all the better elements of na- 
tional life has vindicated the wisdom of the 
founders and given new hope 
to their descendants. Under _ this 
Constitution our people long ago made them- 
selves safe against danger from without, and 
secured for their mariners and flag equality 
of rights onall the seas. Underthis Consti- 
tution twentv-five States have been 
added to the Union with constitutions and 
laws framed and enforced by their own citi- 
zens to secure the manifold blessings of local 
self government. 

THE LESSION OF THE WAR. 

The jurisdiction of this Constitution now 
covers an area fifty times greater than that of 
the original thirteen States, and the popula- 
tion is twenty times greather than that of 178).

the tremendous pressure of civil War. 
ourselves are witnesses that 

Union emerged from the blood and 
fre of that conflict purified and 
made stronger for all benificent purposes 
of good government, and now, at the close of 
this tirst century of growth, with the inspira- 
tions of its history in their hearts, our people 
have lately reviewed the condition of the na- 
tion, passed judgment upon the acts and 
opinions of political. parties, and have regis- 
tered their will concerning the future admin- 
istration of the Government. To interpret 
and to execute that willin accordance with 
the Constitution is the paramount 
duty of the Executive. Even from this brief 
revieW it is manifest that the nation is. reso- 
lutely facing to the front with the résolution 
to employ its best energies in developing the 
great possibilities of the,future, sacredly  re- 
serving whatever hgs been gained , to Hberty 
and government during the century.-Our peo- 
ple are determined to leave behind them all 
these bitter controversies concerning 
things which have been irrevocably settled 
the further discussion of which can only stir 
up strife and delay the onward march. _ Th 


‘supremacy of the nation and its laws shoul 


no longer be the question of debate. That 
discussion which for half a_ century 
threatened the existence of the Union 
was closed at last in the high court of war 
by a decree, from which there is no appeal, 
that the Constitution and Jaw made in puree 
ance thereof shal) continue to be the supreme 
law of the land, binding alike on the tes 
and on the Bay ag This. decree does 
not disturb e autonomy of the 
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. States, nor interfere with any of their neces- 


sary rules of local self-government; but it 
does fix and establish the 2 Seager suprem- 
acy of the Union. he will of the 
nation, speaking with the voice 
of battle and through the amended 
Constitution, has fulfilled the great promise of 
1776 by proclaiming liberty throughout the 
land *‘to all the inhabitants thereof.’? The 
elevation of the negro race from slavery to the 
{ull rights of citizenship is the most por- 
tant pciitieal change we have known 
since the adoption of the Constitution 
of 1776. No thoughtful man can 
failto appreciate its beneticent effect upon our 
people. Ithas freed us from the perpetual 
danger of war and _ dissolution. It has 
added immensely to the moral and indus- 
trial forces of our people. It has liberated 
the master.as well as the slave from the rela- 
tion which wronged and enfeebled both. It 
has surrendered to their own guardianship the 
manhood of more than -five millions of 
people, and has opened to each one 
of them a career of freedom and usefulness. 
It has given new inspiration to the power-of 
self-help in both races by making labor more 
honorable toone and more necessary to the 
other. The influence of this foree will 
grow greater and bear richer fruit with the 
coming years. No doubt the great change has 
caused a serious disturbance to our Southern 
eommunity. Thisisto be deplored, though 
it was unayoidable, but those who 
resisted the change should re- 
member that in our _ institutions there 
was no middle ground for the negro race be- 
tween slavery and equal citizenship. There 
can be no perrhanent disfranchised peasantry 
inthe United States. Freedom can never 
yield its fullness of blessings as long as the law 
cr its administration places the smallest 
obstacle in the pathway of any virtuous citi- 
zenship. The emancipated race has already 
made remarkable progress with unquestion- 
able devotion to the Union with 
a patience and gentleness not born of 
fear. They have “foHtowed the light 
as God gave them to see the light.””. Theyjare 
rapidly laying the material foundation of self 
support, widening the eircle of intelligence 
and beginning to enjoy the 
blessings that gather around the homes of the 
industrious poor. They deserve the generous 
encouragement of all good men. So far as 
my authority can lawfully extend they shall 
enjoy the full and equal protection of the 
Constitution and laws. The free enjoyment 
of 8 suffrage is still in question, and a 
frank statement of the issue  mav 
aid its solution. It is alleged 
that in many communitiesthe negro citizens 
are practically denied the freedom of the bal- 
lot. Insofarasthetruth of this allegation 
is admitted,it is answered that in many places 
bonest local government is impossible if the 
mass of uneducated negroes are 
allowed to vote. These are 
grave allegations. So far as the latteris true 
it is no palliation that can be offered’ for op- 
posing the freedom of the ballot. Bad local 
governmentis certainly a great evil which 
ought to be prevented, but to violate the free- 
dom and sanctity of suffrage 
is more than an evil. Itis a crime which 
if persisted in will destroy the government it- 
self and suicide is nota remedy. Ifin other 
lands it be high treason to compass the death 


of the king, itshould be counted noless a- 


crime here to strangle our sovereign power 
and stifle its voice. It has 
been said that unsettled questions have .no 
pitv forthe repose of nations. It should be 
said with the utmost emphasis that this ques- 
tion of suffrage will never give repose or 
safety to the States or to the nation until 
each withM its‘own jurisdiction makes and 
keeps the ballot frec and pure by the strong 
sanctions of the law. 
EDUCATION. 

But the: danger whieh arises from ignor- 
ance inthe voter cannot be denied. It covers 
a tield far wider than that of negro suffrage 
and the present condition of that race. It is 
a danger that lurks and bides in the sources 
and fountain of power in every State. We 
have no standard by which to measure this 
disaster that may be brought upon us by ig- 
norance and vice in the citizens when j dined 
to corruption and fraud inthesuffrage. The 
voters of the Union, who make and unmake 
constitutions, and upon whose will hangs the 
destiny of our Government, can transmit their 
supreme authority to no successor save the 
coming generation of voters, who are 
the sole heirs of the soverign 
power. If that veneration comes 
to its inheritance blinded by ignorance and 
corrupted by vice, the fall of the Republic 
will be certain and remediless. The census 
has already sounded the alarm in appalling 
figures, Which mark bow dangerously the tide 
of I}literacy bas arisen among our voters and 
their children. ‘Tothe South the question is 
of supreme importance. The _ responsi- 
bility for the existence of  slav- 
ery does not rest upon the South 
atone. ‘The nation itself is responsible for the 
extension of suffrage, and is under special 
obligations to aid in removing the iliiteracy 
which it has added to the voting population. 
For North and South alike there is but one 
remedy. Aj} theconstitutiogal power of the 
nation and of the States and all Wesnteer 
forces of people should be summoned &.. 3et 
this danger by the saving influence of unt\rsal 
education. 1t is the high privilege and sacred 
duty of. those now living to educate 
their suecessors and fit them by intelligence 
and virtue for the inheritance which 
awaits them. In this bencficient 
work sections and aces should 
be gotten and partisanship 
should be unknown. Let our people tind a 
new meawing in the divine oracle, which de- 
clares that ‘‘A little child shall lead them,” 
for our little children will soon control the 
destinies’ of the Republic. My —t 
men, “we do not now differ n 
our judgment concerning the controversies 
of past generations, and fifty years hence our 
children will not be divided in their opinions 
concerning our controversies. They will 
surely bless their fathers and their father’s 
God that the Union was preserved, 
that slavery was overthrown and that both 
races were made equal before the law. We 
may hasten or we may retard but we can not 
prevent final reconciliation. Is it-not possible 
ior us now to make a truce with time by an- 
ticipating and accepting its inevitable ver- 
dict. . Enterprises of the bighest importance 
to our moral and material well being invite us 
to offer an ample scope 
for the employment of our 
best powers. Let all our people, leaving be- 
hind them the battle-tields of dead issues, 
move forward, and inthe strength of liberty 
and restored union win the grandest victories 
of peace. © The prosperity which now prevails 
is without a paralle] in our 
history. Fruitful seasons have done much 
to securejt. But they have not done all. The 
preservation of public credit and the resump- 
tion of specie “payments so _ success- 
fully obtained by the administration 
of my predecessors has enabled 
our people to secure the blessings which the 
season brought. By the experience of com- 
mercial nations in all ages it has been found 
that gold .and silver afforded the 
only safe foundation for monetary 
system. Confusion has recently been created 
by variations m the relative value of the two 
metals, but ] eontidently belicve that arrange- 
ments can be made between the 
leading. commercial nations which will 
sccure the general use of both metals. Con- 
gress should provide that the compulsory 
coinage of silver now required bv law may 
not disturb our monetary system by driving 
either - metal civilization.

{ possible such an adjustment 
houla be made that the purchasing power of 
every coined dollar wil) be exactly equal to 
itsi gene peying werinall markets of the 
world, The chie? duty of the National 
Government in connection ‘with the cur- 
rency-of the countrv is to coin and 
declare its value. Grave doubts bave been 
entertained whether Congress is antho 
by the Constitution to make 
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of paper money legal tender. The 
present issue of United States notes 
has been sustained by the necessities of war, 
butsuch paper should dépend for its value 
and currency upon its convenience in use,and 
its prompt redemption in coin at 
the will of the holder 
and not - upon its compulsory 
circulation. These.notes are not money bnt 
promises to pay money. If the holders de- 
mand it the promises should be kept. The 
refunding of the national debt at a lower rate 
of interest should be accomplished 
without compelling the withdrawalof the na- 
tional bank note, and thus disturbing the bus- 
iness of the country. I venture to refer to the 
position I have occupied on the financial ques- 
tion during Jong service in Congress, and to 
say that time and experience has strengthened 
the opinions I have so often expressed on 
these subjects. The finances of the govern- 
ment sball suffer no detriment which it may 
be possible for my administration to prevent. 
. AGRICULTURE, 

The interests of agriculture deserve more 
attention from the Government than they 
have yet received. The farms of the United 
States afford homes and employment for more 
than one-half our people and furnish much 
the Jargest partof all our exports. As the 
Government lights our _ coasts for. 
the protection of mariners anil 
the benetit of commerce, so it should 
give tothe tillers of the soil the lights of 
practical science and experience. Our man- 
ufacturers are rapidly making us industrially 
independent and are opening to capital and 
labor new and profitable tields of employ- 

This steady and healthy 
should still be maintained- 
facilities for transportation 
should be promoted by the continued im- 
provement of our harbors and great interior 
water ways, and by an increase to our ton- 
nage On the ocean. The development of the 
world’s commerce has led toan urgent de- 
mand for shortening the great sea voyage 
around Cape Horn by construct- 
ing sbip canals or _ railways across 
the Isthmus which unites the two 
Continents.: Various plans to this end have 
been suggested and will need consideration, 
but none of them have been sufficiently ma- 
tured to warrant usinextending pecuniary aid. 
The subject is one which will immediately 
engage the attention of the Government wit 
a view to thorough protection to Ameri- 
can interests. We will urge no narrow 
arse b nor seek peculiar or exclusive 
privileges in any commercial route, but in the 
language of my predecessor, ‘*1 - believe it to 
be the right and duty of the United States to 
assert and maintain such supervision and au- 
thority over any Inter-oceanic canal across the 
Isthmus that connects North and South 
America as will protect our national 
ests.

POLYGAMY. 
Constitution guarantees ab- 
solute religious freedom. Con- 
gress is - prohibited from making 
any laws respecting the establishment of re- 
ligion or prohibiting the free exercise there- 
of. The territories of the United States are 
subject to the direct legislative authority of 
Congress, and hence the General Government 
is responsible for any violation of the Consti- 
tutionin any ofthem. It is, therefore,a re- 
proach to the Government that in the most, 
populous of the _ territories a con- 
stitutional guarantee is not enjoyed 
by the people and the authority of Congress is 
set at naught. The Morman Chureh not only 
offends the moral sense of mankind by sanc- 
tiening pol but prevents the adminis- 
tration of justice. In my judgment Congress, 
while. respecting to the uttermost the con- 
scientions convictions and religious 
scruples of every citizen, ought to pro- 
hibit within its jurisdiction all 
criminal practices, especially of that class 
which destroy family relations and endangers 
the social order. Norcan any ecclesiastical 
organization be safely permitted to usurp in 
the smallest degree the functions and pow- 
ers of the National Government. 
CIVIL SERVICE, 

The civil serviee can never be placed on 
a satisfactory basis until it is regulated 
by jaw for the good of the service 
itself, for the protection of those who are en- 
trusted with the appointing power against the 
waste of time and the obstruction of public 
business caused by tbe inordinate pressure 
for.place and for the protection of iucum- 
bewis against intrigue and wrong. [shall at 
the proper time ask Congress to fix the ten- 
ure of minor offices of the several Executive 
departments and prescribe the grounds upon 
which Femoyals shall be made during the 
terms for which the incumbents have been 
appointed finally, acting always within the 
authority and the innttstions of the Constitu- 
tion, invading neither fBe rights of the State 
nor the reserved right¢ of the people. 

It will be the purpose of my administration 
to maintain authority in all places within its 
jurisdiction, and to enforce obedience to 
the laws of the Union. The 
interests of the people demand economy in all 
the expenditures of the Government, and to 
require honest and faithful service of, all ex- 
ecutive officers, remembering that offices 
were created not for the benetit of incumbents 
or their supporters but for the service of the 
government. 

Ard now, fellow citizens, I am about to 
assume the great trust wnich you have com- 
mitted to my hands. I appeal to you for that 
earnest and thoughtful support which makes 
this Government, in factas it is in law, a 
Government of the peopie. I shall greatly 
rely upon the wisdom and patriotism of Con- 
gress and of those who may, share 
witb me the responsibilities 
end duties of the administration. And 
upon our efforts to promote the welfare of this 
tee people and the Government, I reverent- 
y invoke the support and blessings of the Al- 
mighty God.

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ECCENTRIC VACCINATION.

Young Ladies Objecting to Having Their 
Arms Scarred. 


From the New York Sun. 


Several years ago a paragraph went the 
rounds of the press relating, as a gurious fact, 
that a beautiful and wealthy young lady of 
the West, who was about to be vaccinated, In- 
sisted on veipy Vaccinated in one of. her legs, 

_ Her reason for this eccentric operation was 
that she had a beautiful arm, and she would 
not consent that its symmetry should be mur- 
red by the scar of the lancet. Asa matter of 
fact, however, itis by no means uncommon 
that a woman hasthe same desire that that 
lady did. Dr. J. G. Jolinson, an extensive 
practitioner of Brooklyn, on_ being asked 
the result of his experience in the 
matter, said: ‘I have known of vaccination 
in the leg.as long as I have been in practice— 
about’ twenty-five years. Itisso eommon 
that Lalways inquire of the mother of a fe- 
male child whether she has any preference 
forthe arm or the leg. ILIshould estimate 
that in least half the cases, particularly among 
the wealthy and fashiona)le, the choice is for 
yaccination in the leg. The exigencies of 
tasbion now often require voung ladies in full 
ress, Which, by the wav, often means, the 
Jeast dress, to expose about all the part of. 
the arm which is available for vaccination. 
The spot usually selected is over the deltvoid 
wusele, the muscle which moves the arm di- 
rectly upward. There is a little hollow there, 
and that spot. isless likely to be rubbod 
while the scab is there. But for practical pur- 
poses any part of the body willao where the 
virus can be broucht in contact with the ab- 
sorbents. This 1s illustiated by the frequen- 
<y of accidental vaccination. There are many 
eases on record where pbysicians or others 
have been accidentally vaccinated by contact 
of the virus with abraded parts of the body. 
‘There was one case of a child vaccinated in 
the mouth from picking up a quill-point cov- 
ered with virus. [knew of a case where a 
man got diphtheria in the finger from acci- 
dental vaccination. There was: another case, 
where a patient with diptheria had washed in 
a bath, and another person washing the feet 

_ in the same water, got vaccinated with diph- 
theria in the foot from a small abrasion of the 
flesh. There+was another case of a mother 
whosc child had diphtheria who was attacked 
with pneumonia. She knew thata plaster 
would give her relief, and she applied the 
plaster. The result was that she vaccinated 
herself with diphtheria. Other virus, as well 
ais coW-pox, may be absorbed and readily car- 
ried throu gh the system. 

“Dr. Curschmann, of Berlin, in his lecture 
on cow-pox, speaking of the method of per- 
forming vaccination, savs that ‘it is general- 
iy done on the arm, and usually on both sides. 
In giris just that portion of the upper arm 
(which, by the way, is of rather limited ex- 
tent) should be selected which would be con- 
cealed by the future-fashionable toilet.’ Dr. 
Curschmann’s parenthesis ‘about the limited 
extent of the surface of the female arm not 
likely to be exposed by fashion is obviously 
suggestive of the extreme toiletsnow some- 
times adopted by women of beautiful arms, 
whose sleeves consist of afragile band over 
the tip of the shoulders. Of course a scur on 
such an arm would be an unbearable blemish. 
‘Lue spot usually chosen for vaccination in the 
lez is in the fleshy part of the calf. It is hard- 
jy likely that fashion will ever require that to 
Le exposed. But, when the female children 
¢row up and require vaccination, there is 
sometimes difliculty and embarrassment in 
discovering the exact locality of the old 
mark.” 

Dr. Johnson also spoke of a common cus- 
tom of inaking a vaccination serve a double 
purpose. This is done in cases whre naevi, 
or birth marks of little red spots under the 
skin, appear on the face. Physicians often 
Vaecinate 2 person over such a mark to re- 
mecve it. The inflammation set up in the for- 
mation of the pustule produces an action 
which removes the birth mark, leaving a white 
scar instead ofared one. There issome dan- 
ger, however, in such cases, of producing in- 
flanimation. where it cannot be treated with 
safety. But many young women would rath- 
er run the risk forthe sake of the chance of 
removing an unsightly spot from the faee. 

Itis not an unusual thing for a physician to 
select some peculiar method of vaccination. 
It is optional with the physician to. either 
scrape away the skin or make a puncture or 
tncision. Itis only necessary to bring the 
blood in contact with the virus, so thatit may 
return to the circulacion after such contact. 
A physician may, therefore, make the incision 
or puncture in any shape of tattoo he pleases. 
He might mark his patient with his own 
initials, after the manner of sailors’ designs 
in India ink. He might put on a letter, a 

’ monogram, a figure, a cross, or an American 
. eagle, or a star, or crescent, or a goddess of 
Liberty. He might make his punctures with 
a secret private mark, so that he might know 
it as long as the. patient lived. A _ facetious 
physician once marked a pair of twins in this 
ow b Keeping his fancy to himself, when the 
twins grew up he had occasion to be called 
upon to settle a question of the order of their 
birth, in orderto determine an inheritance.

A WOMAN’S FURY. 


Mrs. Athey, of Ohio, Tells How She 
Murdered Her Cousin. 
Newcomerstown, O0., Special to Cincinnati Com. 

The following is the confession in full given 
by Mrs. Ellen Athey, the Canal Dover mur- 
deress, in which she admits that she killed 
Miss Mary Seneff, her own cousin, last May: 
Friday, May 28, we ate supperabout dark. I 
did the milking and Mary gotsupper. After 
supper Mary said, “‘I’d like to go to your 
mother’s.’’. 1 said, ‘*‘All right, vou can go.’’ 
She said she wanted meto go with her, and 
we would get her brother, Frank Crites, to 
play the organ. We went together,| Mary, 
haby andi, andleft my eight-year-old boy, 
Frankie, at home. When we got to mother’s 
house l asked brother Frank to 
play on the organ, and he saidhe would. I 
Was talking to mother nearly ali the evening, 
ond we went home at about half-past nine. 
We went in the room and sat down on chairs, 
and began undressing for bed. I sat down to 
undress Nera (the baby), and we talked 
about washing bed-clothes the next day. The 
dogs began to bark, and I said, “I expect 
that’s Henry (my husband) coming now.?’’ 
She asked meif Il was afraid. IL said, ‘*Not 
much.’’ She said are you easily awakened? 
and I said I was; I heard you plain enough 
the night you rappedon my door. She asked 
me how I knew it was her at the door, and 
I said Isaw her. IL asked her what she want- 
ed there, and she said that’s none 
% your business, i said, why 
Mary what made you talk that way, and she 
said none of your d—d business. said did 
you want Henry to come out, and she said | 
was aliar. Isaid Mary don’t call me a liar, 
and she said you are aninfernal liar. I said 
you have called mea liarin my own house, 
and I want you to get out. She said “lil see 
whether L’ll get out of here,’* and she grab- 
bed a chair and raised it to strike me. [went 
to grab the chair and she struck me. We tore 
around there and jerked, and she got me by 
the arm and hair and would not let me go. In 
the scuffle we got into the kitchen and I hap- 
pened to see the ax. I grabbed it up and said 
Mary, I want you to let me go and let me be. 
She took the ax from me and struck me on 
the left arm and the left shoulder. I then 
got bold of it and we fought and pulled it and 
I tinally got it away from her, and I was so 
excited, so frightened and so cra- 
ZY, ] didn’t know what I was 
doing. I didn’t know what I was about. I 
stiuck her, how often, I don’t know. She 
dropped tothe floor and screamed and hol- 
lered. I got down and begged her to speak, 
but she could not. -I then raised her to her 
feet and said, **My God! why can’t you speak? 
11 it would only fetch your life back I would 
be willing totake my own.” I grabbed my 
bi by and started to tell mother and father,but 
then IT thought,it would kill mother, for she 
wus in poor heaith. [ then concluded to con- 
ceal the body. Lput my babyin the cradle, 
went out and got a boe,dug a hole in the ash- 
pile and put herinit. Ithen went into the 
room and cleaned up the blood, and then 
burned her parasol and shoes. ‘Two weeks 
from the following Monday I told my brother 
Daun ofthe murder, and my brothers Frank 


ynd Dan and my husband took up the body 


and put it in the creek.”’

Heis thus habituated to 
quick judgment of distance under all atmos- 
pheric conditions, whereas our volunteers 
rarely practice except at known ranges. It is 
perfectly true, as stated by one contemporary, 
the “‘ordindry rank and file of European arm- 
ies waste many bullets” in war, and the Brit- 
ish private forms no exception to this rule.

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‘TRICKS OF TRADE. 
Secrets of the Mysteries Revealed—In- 
formation for Consumers. - | 


‘ From the Sunday Evening Journal. §§ = ~ 


It is perhaps not known to the readers of 
the Sunday Evening Journal that Some of the 
finest scents and flavors are derived from 
what are called impurities decaying 
and refuse matter of various kinds. The in- 
vestigations of census-takers reveal many 
transformations of matter, chemically and 
otherwise, not dreamt ofin natural philoso- 
phy. The statistics show that manufactured 
products have increased since the last enu- 
meration $75,000,000. Among the new and 
strange industries discovered the following 
are numed: It was found, for instance, that 
some use was made of oid shoes, but exactly 
what use’ was hard to find out. Large num- 
bers of old shoes were sola by rag pickers to 
certain men, who disposed of them ata good 
price. Itis known that bits of old leather 
make the commercial article known as Prtis- 
sian blue, but only a few firms manufacture 
it, and the new éaii for old shocs was evidently 
for some otber purposes. In New York 
City and Brooklyn aboutthree million pairs of 
old shoes are thrown away every year. For- 
merly old shoes were plentifulin the gutters 
of certain neighborhoods; now it appears that 
thev are sought as choice prizes in the rag- 
picker’s line. By dint of persevering inquiry 
it was discovered that the old shoes were used 
for three purposes. First, all shoes not com- 
pletely worn out are patched, greased, and, 
after being otherwise regenerated, sold to men 
who deal in such wares. Some persons wear 
one shoe much more than the other; these 
dealers find mates for shoes whose original 
mates are past hope. Secondly, the shoes not 
worth patching upare cut into pieces; the 
good bits are used for patehing other shoes, 
and the worthless bits—the soles and cracked 
‘‘uppers’*’—are converted into Jamaica rum 
by a process known only to the manufactur- 
ers. Itis saidthat they are boiled in pure 
spirits and allowed to stand for a few weeks, 
the product far surpassing the Jamaica rum 
made with essences, burnt sugar and spirits. 

A gentleman who doubted the truth of this 
story stopped racently at a low grog-shop in 
the neighborhood of the factory spoken of, 
and inquired if they any rum from old shoes. 
“No,” said the barkeeper; “we don’t keep 
it much now; the druggists, who want a pure 
article, all sell it, and the price has gone up. 
But we have had it, and we can get you some 
if you want it.’’ How many old Shoes go toa 
guilon of old rum could not be. ascertained. 
It has beer noticed by some deputies that 
While nanufacturers are quite willing to put 
a valuation upon their manufactured pro- 
duct, they hesitate about stating the value of 
raw material, and even return the schedules 
with the space for the value of raw material 
left blank. In one instance a manufacturer of 
tomato catsup returned a report giving the 
value of his manufactured product at $18,900, 
and the value of his raw material as nothing. 

His explanation was as follows: Every 
vear in the canning season he sends to all the 
wholesale houses which make a business of 
canning tomatoes clean tubs, with the under- 
stunding that the women who trim and peal 
shall throw the skins and parings into these 
tubs; every day the tubs are removed, the 
stuffin them ground up, fermented, flavored, 
znd sold as tomato catsup to the extent of 
$18,000. Another singula and decidedly per- 
nicious business is the manufacture of cheap 
candies from white carth, or terra alba, mixed 
With a Itttiie sugar and glucose. The deputy 
Who investigated the confectionery business 
reports that 75 per cent of some candies is 
composed of these substances, and such can- 
Gies, notably gumdrops, contains still less 
sugar. The effects of white earth upon the 
stomachs of the unfortunate children who buy 
these candies is yet to be determined by fu- 
ture autopsies. 

What is called a fine brand of castile soap 
has becn found to be composed chiefly of this 
white earth and grease, but the evil effects of 
such an imposture are trifling compared to 
the results of turning children’s stomachs into 
miniature pottery works. Among the new 
industries which have sprung into: existence 
during the last few years is the system of fin- 
ishing inthisec’ty of foreign goods fuported 
in an untinished condition. Foreign articles 
composed of several parts are now largely 
finished in this city, the parts calling for 
hand labor being imported, while those call- 
ing for machine work are made here. In this 
way heavy duties are saved, although the ar- 
ticles ire sold as imported goods. 

The manufacture of spirituous and adulter- 
ated articles is not confined to New York 
alone, for we find by the French journals that 
the question of adulterated and manufactured 
wines is greatly agitating the French 
wine merchants, who have petitioned 
the Government to intercede in their behalf 
by such legal enactments as will effectuaily 
prohibit and prevent the manufacture of arti- 
ficial wines, the petitioners asserting that not 
one-third of the wine usedin Paris is made 
of grapes. The many Americans who turn up 
their noses atthe juice of ourown grapes 
will naturally wonder what the spurious 
French wines are made of. The petition of 
the French wine merchant says that there are 
a number of large factories near Paris in 
which wines are made from rotten apples, 
damaged dried fruits of all kinds, beets and 
spoiled molasses. But there are not enough 
of these materials to make as much wine as is 
required by foreign trade.

A Man Who Claimed to Have Killed 
Nineteen Persons. 
From the Durango [Col.] Record. 

Porter Stockton, ex-Marshal of Animas 
City, met his death at his ranch in New Mex- 
ico, thirty-five miles down the Animas, on 
Tuesday, at the hands ofa party of eighteen, 
who called for the purpose of exterminating 
him. They surrounded his house, and Stock- 
ton and wife both came to the door armed 
with rifles. Both sides opened fire, and 


Stockton fell pierced with eighteen bullets. 


His wife, who had fired one shot, was struck 
in the abdomen by a splinterfrom the stock of 
her rife, Which had received abullet. At last 
accounts she was living, but no hopes ure en- 
tertained of her recovery, as she was in a 
delicate state of health at the time of receiv- 
ing the wound. Porter Stockton, who is well 
known, has beena terror to the community 
wherever be has lived, and lays claim to the 
killing of nineteen men, which is a fair aver- 
age for aman of his years—about thirty. He 


slew his first man when only twelve years of 


age, ior calling him « liar, shooting the 
top of his head off. At Cimmarron 
he shot a Mexican in his bed because 
he was snoring, and it proved a very effectual 
means Of stoppingit. For this he was incar- 
cerated in jail. His brother Ike took in some 
pies one day, and the jailer kindly opened the 
cell, when Ike pulled a pop and invited him 
tochange places with Port, which he did. 
Port escaped on a horse, with a Winchester 
as his protector. At Otero Stockton had been 
arrested by Hurricane Bill, who was marshal 
ofthe place. By some means he got out and 
rode up and down the streets to get a shot at 
his incarcerator. Seeing some one who re- 
sembled Hurricane Bill he blazed away and 
laid him low, but it happened to be a disin- 
terested party altogether. It counted a man, 
bowever. At Animas City he nearly pounded 
the life out of a negro barber, and then fired 
his revolver at him, the ball grazing the ne- 
gro’s scalp—all because he did not give hima 
smooth shave. Mr. Stockton moved out of 
that burg immediately afterward. His last 
fatal shot was at Den Cannon, the horse thief. 
The immediate course of the visitation on him 
und his household was the threats he had 
lately made against the lives of half a dozen 
of the community. As he never went back on 
his wordin this respect, it was deemed by 
the gentlemen interested that he had better 
receive a quietus.

The Chocolate Man. 
From the New York Thnes. 


Emile Justin Menier, who cared not who 
made the nations’ songs so long as he made 
their chocolate, and whose death was 
announced on Friday, was a genuine charac- 
ter, of whom many interesting anecdotes 
might be told. In nothing was he more thor- 
oughly American thanin his appreciation of 
the value and methods of advertising. The 
great belettered slabs of wooden chocolate 
spelling out his name have wearied the eves 
ofall civilized peoples, but his master-pieces 
in this line were naturally reserved for France. 
For years it has been at least impossible 
to stir abroad there without reading ‘**Le 
meilieur chocolat est le chocolat Menier” 
as once it was impossible here 
to get the cabalistic legend ‘S. 
T. 1860 X.°? off the tired retina, One 
day a Frenchmon said to him that he liked 
his chocolate tolerably well, but it had one 
faulf—it grew white as it grew old. Menier 
took the bull by the horns, and the next day 
every newsp2per and dead-wall in Paris an- 
nounced, ‘*Le chocolat Menier: the only choc- 
olate that grows white as it grows old.”’ It 
would be interesting to know how many mil- 
lion pounds of chocotate Menier have since 


been bought because of that remarkable qual-- 


ity. Whether Menier’s chocolate doés really 
grow white with age, and whether other choc- 
olutes do not do so as well, and whcther doing 
soisor is not a recommendation, of course 
nobody ever knew. Menier was more 
than a mere manufacturer; he _ was, 
or thought he was, a statesman, his hobby 
being direct taxation, or the taxation of ac- 
aquired property. One day he mounted the 
tribune in the Assembly—he reached the emi- 
nence of a Deputy after having first been an 
Alderman of Paris—to defend his views and 
read a carefully-prepared speech. There 
were many smiles and ironic interruptions— 
for the Frenchman is anywhere more polite 
than in the Chamber of Deputies—and at last, 
when he spoke of taxing “‘articles which de- 
teriorate,’”’ Paul de Cassagnac cried, *‘Like 
your coca, for example.”?’ Menier’s retort was 
at least equally witty, ‘““The gentleman wishes 
to reproach me with my trade,’ said he. 
‘“*His uncle used my chocolate, and owes me a 
great deal of money; if the nephew will only 
pay the debt——” “You are a ‘grossier per- 
sonage’,’’ shouted de Cassagnac, in a white 
rage. M. Grevy at once interposed; a 
dozen deputies simultaneously shouted in- 
sults and sarcasms in a breath, half the mem- 
bers rose in their seats,and, in short, the 
scene was peculiarly Freneh. How it might 
have ended the world will never know, for 
suddenly there was an interruption not at all 
germain which diverted every one’s atten- 
tion. A man rose in the gallery and shouted: 
“Vive Napoleon lV.” Of course, it Was nota 
new rebellion; he was only a lunatic I[mperial- 
ist, as it was concluded, after he had explain- 
ed tothe police that he had long felt an in- 
controlable impulse to say something in the 
Chambers, of which he bad been for weeks a 
silent habitue, and, the confusion acting upon 
his nerves like music on acanarv bird,he 
seized the opportunity of relieving his mind. 


The International Electric Exhibition. 
From London Engineering. 


The plan of the ce mapacee electrical exhi- 
bition at Paris is being rapidly matured by M. 
Barger and M. Cochery. There will be sev- 
eral electric railways, including one starting 
from the Place de la Concorde, and traversing 
the Champs Elysees on a viaduct; then enter- 
ing the Palais de ’ Industrie,and terminating at 
the grand staircase in the western extremity 
of the nave. During part of its course it will 
also run through an artificial tunnel lighted 
by electric lamps. Messrs. Siemens Brothers 
will probably construct it, and the cost 1s ex- 
pected to be between 200,000 and 280,000 
francs. The basement of the palace 
will be reserved for large machin- 
ery, such as dynamo-electric machines, and 
prime movers; while the galleries of the first 
floor will be devoted to the innumerable “2 

lications of electricity which have been made 
n recent years to polite and common life. 
Apartments will be fitted up with cali-bells 
telephones, fire-alarms, etc., and illuminated 
by electric lamps, in such a manner as to dis- 
play to best advantage the merits of these 
contrivances. For the electric light provis- 
ion has been made to supply 800 horse-power 
of energy, and it is estimated that this will 
enable no fewer than 600 lamps to be lighted 
simultaneously. A proposal has been made 
in America to hold an internationai electrical 
exhibition there in 1882.

IRISH . DISTRESS. 


The Relief Work of the Mansion House 
Committee. 
From the Dublin Times. 


The full report of proceedings of the Dublin 
Mansion House Relief Committee has just been 
published, and forms a goodly volume of 370 
pages, comprising a general report, signed by 
the Chairman and the Honorable Secretaries ; 
a financial report, signed by Mr. David Drim- 
mie; a report of an investigation held at 
Arranmore, by Mr. J. Adye Curran; a report 
on the condftion of the County Mayo, by Mr. 
J: A. Fox, and a report of the medical coim- 
mission on the causes and exvent of the fever 
epidemic in the west. The appendices 
contain reports of meetings, correspondence, 
a table showing the counties in which disease 
existed, letters from Irish bishops, foreign cor- 
respondence and a list of subscriptions, show- 
ing the splendid total of £180,652 16s dd. 
The failing of the harvest of 1879, the last of 
three most unfavorable seasons, produced ex- 
ceeding distress throughout many parts of the 
country. Within those three years, we are 
told in the pages of the general report, the 
loss of the crops amounted to a money value 
of £20,000,000. The first pressure of distress 
began to be felt in the summer, and the farm- 
ing classes of every degree felt the difficulties 
of the time, but the burden fell most heavily 
onthe small holders to whom the potato was 
not only an article of daily commerce but of 
daily sustenance. The distress became so 


widely spread and so urgent that it was seen | 


that exceptional measures should be taken for 
the relief of the starving people. Midway in 
December her grace the Duchess of Marlbor- 
ough, who earned ‘the undying grati- 
tude of the Irish people, wrote 
un eloquent and pressing letter to the 
London Times,and on Christmas eve then 
Lord Mayor, Sir John Barrington, calleda 
meeting in the oak room of the Mansion 
House. This meeting was adjourned to the 
2d of January, When a number of gentlemen 
highly representative assembled together. 
Thus was formed the|Mansion|HousejCommit- 
tee. In the room was subscribed £1,500, and 
within a few weeks £4,000 had been recelved. 
The response from England and Scotland was 
prompt and generous, reaching tonearly £17,- 
(0 in England and Wales, and £2,805 in 
Scotland. In France there was an immediate 
exhibition of sympathy. There was formed 
in Paris a “*Comite de Secours aux Irlandal,’’ 
the president of which was the Cardinal Arch- 
bishop, and 700,000 francs was contributed in 
France. From Madras was received £6,- 
&&8 8s; from Bengal, £4,490; from Hyderabad, 
£2,740, and from the British 
troops at Candahar about £240, 
South Africa sent £1,407. The magnificent 
contribution of America toward the relief of 
the Irish was sent through various channels, 
the Mansion House fund being benefited to 
the extent of £11,244 12s 3d, besides the Uni- 
ted States Government sent the frigate Con- 
stcllation to convey a cargo of relief provis- 
ions. The Parliament of the Dominion voted 
$100,000: from Ontario was received $20,000; 
from Newfoundland, £1,800; from Demerara, 
£486 5s 6d; and from the City of Buenos Ayres, 
£5,502 9s 8d. The golden land of Australia 
bebaved splendidly. Inthe words of one of 
the committee, ‘‘for four-months a continu- 
ous stream of gold flowed to us from that 
country.” In such a modest, unaffected way 
was the money transmitted, that £62,735 had 
been received from Melbourne before the Lord 
Muvor knew whom to thank for the munifi- 
cent gift. South Australia contributed nearly 
£8,000. From Australia proper, Tasmania 
and New Zealand £95,000 (all but a fraction) 
wus sent to the Mansion House fund. The 
summary of subscriptions put briefly as fol- 
lows: From Europe, £32,153, and from Asia, 

20,516 8s 9d; from Africa, £1,407: from 
America, £26,875 14s 2d; from Australasia, 
£94,916 16s 8d, making—together with unclassi- 
fied foreign subscriptions and grants tothe 
amount of £3,000 from the American funds 
remitted to the Archbishop of Tuam, £854 5s 
1l’d contributed for grants of seed, and £178 
78 interest allowed Dy the National Bank on 
current balances—& total of £181,665 9s 1d. 
Distribution of the fund was made through 
local committees, which in the aggregate were 
composed of 1,404 Catholic clergvmen, 835 
Protestant clergymen, 508 medica) nren, 977 

oor law guardians, and 6,171 other lay mem- 

ers, the Mansion House committee insisting 
onauniform and inflexible rule that relief 
should be given only in the shape of food, 
fuel or clothing, in no instances in money. 
In the item of food alone £165,480 were ex- 
pended, the dry character of the winter for- 
tunately allowing the saving of fuel. It is to 
be noted that the labor lost was found unayail- 
able. This was only what might 
have been anticipated. To provide 
the necessary machinery for _ inspection 
and supervision would have made heavy de- 
mands on the funds which were not at all too 
large for the mere purpose of providing food. 
As an example of the necessity of relief in 
certain districts and of the responsibilities of 
local committees may be quoted the experi- 
ence of the Swinford committee onthe occa- 
sion of the first distribution of: relief. They 
sat far into the night, we are told, and dis- 
tributed 1,000 tickets fortwo shares of meat 
each. “Yet there were between 300 and 500 
more fathers of families still left empty-hand- 
ed who had traveled long distances and walk- 
ed all day and night in the streets in expecta- 
tion of asimilar wretched pittance.” It is 
unnecessary to follow the report through the 
details of the administration of the fund. Nor 
need we enter into the speculations with 
which it concludes. The report is a record of 
noble work, done in the service of sufferin 
bumanity; a work creditable to all concerned 
in it, and especially to those people who so 
generously responded to Ireland’s appeal for 
aid in the hour of her distress. 


A BIG RANCHE.

GARFIELD’S SLANDERERS. 
This is the day of incense burning. The 
Republican journals throughout the land 


celebrate in the inauguration of GARFIELD a’ 


political holiday. Judging from their tone no 
political party ever existed that elevated to 
the Presidency a man so pure and noble, so 
grand and intellectual, as JAMES A. GAR- 
FIELD. 

Inthis hour of almost universal worship 
for the rising sun, it may not be without in- 
terest to review the character of both the hero 
and the principal worshippers. The 
POsT-DISPATCH was the first of 
all the opposition - papers in 
the land to admit, immediately after Gar- 
FIELD’s nomination, that he was a man of 
yery great ability who would unite the party 
and be astrong candidate. The Post-DIs- 
PATCH never published any of the numerous 


campaign charges against Mr. GARFIELD. It’ 


will not do so now. But what it will dois to 
take from the record only such bits of judg- 


ment which came from exclusively Republican 


organs of marked prominence, who are now 
foremost in the ranks of the most fulsome and 
fawning flatterers of Mr. GARFIELD. 

The New York Times (Rep.), referring to 
the official report of a Republican committee 
of Congress, said on the 19th of February, 
1873: 

‘‘Of the members referred to Messrs. Kelley 
and Garfield present a most distressing figure. 
Their participation in the Credit Mobilier affair 
is complicated by the most unfortunate con- 
tradictions of testimony, which the committee 
do not undertake to unravel.’’ 

The New York Tribune of the same day 
said: 

‘‘James A. Garfield, of Ohio, had ten shares; 
he never paid a dollar; received $29, which, 
after the investigation began he 4vas anxious 
to have considered as a loan from Oakes Ames 
to himself. These men betrayed the trust of 
the people, deceived their constituents, and by 
their evasions amd ‘falsehoods confessed fie 
transactions to be disgraceful.’’ 

Harpers Weekly (GEORGE WM. CURTIS) 
said, under a picture of JAMES A. GARFIELD 
on March 15, 1873: 

‘Disgraced in the eye of the public for own- 
ing Credit Mobilier stock, which was in fact 
and intent a Fraud upon the Government. 
Also for Deceit and Evasion—The High Trust 
of Legislation Misused—The People will not 
long’respect the Laws, if they lose respect for 
the Law Makers. 

‘‘Mr. Garfield’s case is like Mr. Kelley’s 
with the exception that the check for $329 has 
not been found. 

‘*‘The investigation intoCol. McComb’s ‘cam- 
paign lie’ has proved terribly deadly. Its 
effect on Congressional reputations may be 
briefly summed up this way: Total loss, one 
Senator; badly damaged and not serviceable 
for future political use, two Vice-Presidents and 
eight Congressmen.’’ 

The New York Jndependent (HENRY WARD 
BEECHER) said on July 30, 1874: 

Were we citizens of the Nineteenth District 
of Ohio we should seek of Mr. Garfield very 
clear explanations of his co duct before con- 
senting to vote for his re-election. We refer 
only to facts in his late career, which we judge 
of simply from the uncontradicted record. 

We cannot forget that he was more deeply 
involved in the sad Credit Mopbilier difficulty 
than any other member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives—excepting, of course, Ames and 
Brooks. 

After such an experience he ought to have 
But the testimony 
taken in the investigation of the District of Col- 
umbia frauds showsthat Mr. Garfield received 
$5,000 for his aid in getting tlfrough a paving 
contract, accepted by the District Government. 
A Mr. Parsons, a notorious ‘obber, made an 
argument forthe paving company, and then 
got Mr. Garfield to make a further argument 
and to use his personal influence in its favor. 

The Cincinnati Commercial (MuRAT HAL- 
STEAD) said on April 3, 1873, that “GARFIELD 
was marked with the political small-pox.”’ 
On March 3 of the same year it said: 

Garfield’s noble soul was sadly perturbed. 
He looked upon the scene with grave appre- 
hension, and regarded this unseemly persecu- 
tion of the righteous with such horror that his 
soul was sick within him. He came near mak- 
ing a fatal blunder once. After Ames had tes- 
tified the second time as to the guilt of Garfield 
fixing it upon him clearly and unmistakably, the 
General at once notified them that he would 
come before them and refute the vile slanders 
that the mendacious man from Massachusetts 
had poured out against him. The day and the 
hour came, but simultaneously came not 
Garfield. He had heard that Ames—who was 
then reluctantly producing the receipts that 
Patterson had signed—had in his possession 
other documents to prove the correctness of 
his testimony in respect to others, and the gal- 
lant General, whose flashing blade was wont to 
gleem adown the line inthe gory days of the 
past decade, founé that to stay away was 
prudent and he never appeared. The compla- 
cent committee forebore to question Ames 
further as to Garfield’s statement and his own, 
and the papers were consequently never pro- 
duced. 


The Commercial had not changed. its mind 
up to the very day before the Chicago nomi- 
nation when it said (June 7, 1880): 

The most contemptible thing thus far at Chi- 
cago is the chatter about Garfield. He has not 
a record to run on for President. 

A Republican Conyention in GARFIELD’s 
Congressional district unanimously adopted 
the following on September 7, 1875S:

Messrs. Finney and Moffett ar> supposed 
to be in Jefferson City this afternoon explain- 
ing to the Governor that Grand Jury cen- 
sure. Mr. Finney left town last night for his 
home in the country,telling nis friends he ex- 
pected to go up this morning to the capitol. 
Mr. Moffett. did not materialize at the 
accustomed places this morning,and is said to 
have taken the morning train also. The gen- 
eral impression 1s that before they get 
through talking with the Governor they will 
either resign or be informed that they are re- 


moved. The Governor 1s known to have fully 
made up his mind to have a full Board of his 
own appointment, and if Messrs. Finney and 
Moffett say to him that they have decided not 
to resign he will at once remove them, which 
he can do without any formality or prelimin- 
ary accusation. 

Public interest in cither of the gen- 
tlemen as Police Commissioners 1s 
dying out rapidly and speculation deals chiefly 
with the question of their successors. It is 
believed that the appointments will be such as 
will result in restoration of harmony. If the 
Governor feels any dissatisfaction with the 
course pursued by his own appointees Messrs. 
Boland and Kinkead, he has _ not 
shown it. Mr. Kinkead has pur- 
sued a conservative, prudent course 
and has kept himself clear of adverse criticism 
from any of the factions. He has devoted 
himself to the business interests of the de- 
partment, and declined to be 
a party to any political 
intrigue. Mr. Boland has hada steady fight 
on his hands from the date of his election to 
the Vice-Presidency. He has, however, kept 
a record of all he has done and his reasons for 
every act and this has been forwarded to the 
Governor, so that his excellency is probably 
better posted on the recent police 
troubles than most people give him 
for. In all his conversations 
on the subject of police matters in St. Louis, 
Gov. Crittenden has contented himself with 
emphatic expression on two points. One 
is, that vice, which has been rampant in 
St. Louis must be checked. The other 1s that 
the Police Commissioners must have no 
wrangling but act together harmoniously to 
this end. 


Pension Pay-Day. 

To-day, March 4, is the quarterly day of 
settlement with the pensioners of the Govern- 
mentin the St. Louis pension district, and 
$585,595 is to be paid out, but probably only 
$10,000 will be paid to-day. There are be- 
tween twelve and thirteen thousand pen- 
sioners in this district, and about 
50 of them will come in__ to-day. 
The pensioners range from a $100 a month, 
the pension to Mrs. Shields, all the way down 
to $l a month, the great bulk of the pay- 
ments, however, being $8 a month. There 
was no particular rush as most of the pensions 
are collected through the mail. The 
quarter becomes due to-day, but the pen- 
sioners, as a rule, are not at all 
close in collecting up. Several pensions of 
$72 a month are paid at this office. 


McKee’s Bank Stock. 

Eliza McKee, the widow and administratrix 
of Wm. McKee, has filed a petition in the Cir- 
cuit Court against Joseph Marks, John Shee- 
han, Jacob Bittner and John D. Davis. The 
defendants are judgment-creditors of the 
Butchers’ and Drovers’ Bank, who seek to 
reach the stockholders of the bank 
on account of their unpaid liability. 
Mr. McKee held fifty shares of Butchers’ and 
Drovers’ stock, and the estate is liable in re- 
spect of fifty per cent unpaid which the 
widow is anxious to pay into court for it to 
determine who are the parties entitled to the 
money. Several suits of this character have 
been entered against the judgment creditors 
of the bank.

THE SPEAKER’S SPEECH. 

The work of this Congress is done. Be- 
fore uttering the final words of its adjourn- 
ment precedent justifies |a few appropriate 
reflections. In 1874 the Democratic party, 
after a long interval, obtained control of this 
House. With the close of this session 
it is again in a minority. 
At the outset it had to face a financial crisis 
almost- unparalleled in our history. Labor 
unemployed, trade depressed, commercial 
disasters, widspread gloom, every- 
where it stopped extravagance, 
established economy in the administration, 
restored confidence and now with gladness it 
beholds the Republic launched ona career of 
ynexampled prosperity. Itfound goldat a 
premium and the notes of the Governmeat 
at a discount. It leaves the credit of the 
United States better than ever before, and 
unequaled in the money markets of the 
world. It has witnessed the removal 
of sectional distrust and the restoration of 
perfect unity within our borders. It has 
given birth to an era of fraternal concord. 
Men of all classes and every section seem now 
to strive who shall best serve 
the common weal. With the expenditures of 
the Government lessened and the payment of 
interest reduced, the crowning triumph of 
the Democratic administration Was 
the effort to refund the pub- 
lic debt at three per cent. 
{Slight laughter on the Republican side.] I 
am sincerely grateful to the members of the 
House of every side for the vote of thanks 
with which they have favor- 
ed “me. { am_ sensible how much 
I owe to the generous forbearance 
und active good will of my fellow members.

Wishing you one and all a safe return to your 
home, it only remains for me, in obedience to 
the mandate of the Constitution, to declare 
this House adjourned without day. [Ap- 
plause on floor and in gallery. ] :

_ Attempted Suicide. 

harles Bizot, a Frenchman about thirty 
years of age, attempted suicide by cutting his 
throat, in the Green Tree Hotel, in East St. 
Louis, about 9 o’clock this morning. Bizot 
nrrived at the Green Tree last night about 6 
o’clock, and was furnished lodgings. Me re- 
paired to his room shortly afterwards, 
and was not seen by any of the inmates of 
the house until about 10 o'clock this 
morning, when Charles Bercht, the proprietor 
of the house, went up-stairs and found Bizot 
lying-across the bed ina pool of blood. An- 
other large pool of blood was found 
on the floor. Bizot was in 
an insensible condition; two large 
gushes across the throat and one across the 
breast showed that an attempt was made 
upon his life. An old pocket-knife, dripping 
with blood, laid by his 
side. © Mr. Bercht immediately noti- 
fied Chief Renshaw, who summoned Dr. Win- 
ton. The bleeding was stopped and the man 
restored to consciousness, but he was so 
weak from excessive loss of blood as to be un- 
able to speak. Two of the boarders were 
locked up on suspicion but were afterwards 
released, it being ascertained beyond a doubt 
that Bizot committed the rash act himself. 
His object for committing suicide must have 
been to relieve himself from a life of suffer- 
ing, as he has been sickly for some time. 

Six hundred dollars were found in his pock- 
ets, besides a railroad ticket for Medena. It 
has since been ascertained that Bizot was a 
merchant at Athens, whefe he has relatives 
in good standing. Dr. Winton thinks the man 
may recover, as the jugular vein has not been 
injured. Chief Renshaw telegraphed to An- 
ton Bizot,a brother of the man attempting 
suicide, who will probably arrive in East St. 
Louis to-morrow. aa
